Taffs Opinion and the Farmer 
(An Editorial by Senator Robert M. La Folietto IP 
V

HE menace to labor organiza- 


tions in the Coronado Coal Com- 
pany decision rendered by the 


Supreme Court of the United States 
June 5,1922 is pretty generally under- 
stood and appreciated by labor. That 
the decision is an equal menace to 


1rrccrs' organizations is not so well 


understood, 


The principle of the opinion, written 


by Chief Justice Tafb which threatens 
the life of farm organizations and la- 
bor organizations is found in that por- 
tion of it which changes-the law as it 
has existed from the foundation of 
this government, to the effect that un-, 
incorporated associations of persons 
were not suable in their .capacity as 
associations, and consequently the 
funds of such associations were not 
liable for the acts of the officers or 


- members thereof which might in the 
' opinion of the court be held wrongful. 
The correctness of this statement of. 
the old law upon the subject is admit- 
ted by Chief Justice Taft in his opin- 
ion where he says: 


"Undoubtedly at common law 


an unincorporated association ,of 
persons was not recognized - as 
having any other character than a 
partnership in whatever was done, 
and it could only sue and be sued 
in the names of ita members, and 
their liability had to(be enforced 
against each member." 
The importance of this principle to 


labor organizations and co-operative 
farm organizations is obvious, A la- 
bor union is organized not for profit 
but to secure "better living conditions 
and adequate wages for its members; 
and funds are contributed for these 
"unposes, including benefits to widows 
o'f sick or unemployed members. 


Suppose a strike occurred involving 


the membership of the union. Under 
the law heretofore existing in this 
country, each individual would be lia- 
ble civilly or criminally only for his 
own wrong or his own violation of. law 
or contract. Under the law just made 
by Chief Justice Taft, a union can be 
sued as an entity and its funds con- 
tributed for the benefit of its unem- 
ployed members or widows and or- 
phans, will be swept away to satisfy 
judgments recovered against the or- 
ganization on account of mistakes or 
misconduct of a few of its officers. 


The effect of the Taft decision upon 


farmers' organizations is even more 
obvious. Suppose that the farmers of 
- community or State formed a co- 
operative organization for t"he purpose 
of holding a product for "a higher 
price, as farmers all over the country 
hare 'been driven to co-operate in hold- 
Ing their wool during the last few 
years when there was practically no 
market for wool. An association could, 
be formed for this purpose or the fa- 
cilities of some 'existing farmers' or- 
ganization utilized for that purpose. 
Suppose that the officers of the organ- 
ization through an inadvertence or 
otherwise run afoul of the Interstate 
Commerce Law as interpreted by our 
Supreme Conrt, and it should be Ijeld,.' 
that they had entered into a contract 
or a combination in restraint of inter- 
state trade or commerce. Under the 
principle of the Taft decision, which 
ivripes oot the old law, the farmers' co- 
>perative organization woald be sued; 
is an entity, made liable for the acts 
if ite officers, and its funds and prop- 
ttty (contributed by its members for 
9th«T:W perfectly legitimate pur- 
poaea «ei*ed to satisfy the judgment so 
recovered. 
•-'.::' •:•••.'. --.-•: ,'•"• 
o far been 


largely immune from the attacks lev- 
eled against the labor organizations 
under the Interstate Commerce Law, 
is largely due to the fact that farmers' 
organizations 'have not yet become. 
sufficiently .powerful 
to -seriously 


threaten the great trusts that profiteer. 
Dut of what the farmer produces as well 
as out of what he is obliged'to buy. . 
Once let the farmers' organizations 
became real factors in fixing the prices 
of their products as the Trusts now fix 
the prices~of everything the farmers 
must buy, the rule of law laid down'in 
the Coronado Coal Case will be applied 
to the farmers' organizations exactly . 
as it will be applied to-labor organiza- 
tions. 
. . . . . 


Farmers must remember that sec-, 


tions 6 and 20 of the Clayton Act,, ap- 
proved October 15, 1914, which were 
intended to relieve from the operation 
of the Anti-Trust Laws "labor, agri- 
cultural, or horticultural organizations 
instituted for the purpose of. mutual^ 
help and: not having a capital stock or" 
conducted for profit, were: practically 
destroyed so" far as affording any pro- 
tection to labor or to fanners' organ- 
izations is concerned, in 1921 by the 
Supreme Court decision in the case of 
Duplex Printing Company v. peering, 
254 U. S. 443. As pointed out in the dis- 
senting opinion of the more liberal mem- 
bers of thefourt in the Deering case, the 
very purpose of the provisions _of sec- 
tions 6 and 20 of the Clayton Act was to 
relieve fanners' organizations and labor 
organizations to a law which everyone 
penalties . intended to be imposed upon 
great corporations and trusts under-the 
Anti-Trust Laws. .Yet the majority of 
the Supreme Court in that case,.in utter 
disregard of-the obvious purpose of the' 
Congress, subjected farmers' and labor, 
organizations • t oa law which , everyone 
knew was never intended ...to apply to 
them and which could never have been 
passed if it had been supposed the courts- 
would apply it to them. 
. 
- 


With the provisions of the:Clayton. Act 


annulled, there remained to.farmers' or- 
ganizations as to labor organizations,; 
only the protection of the "ancient prin- 
ciple of law stated above, and this protec- 
tion the Chief Justice went out of.:his 
way in the Coronado ,Coal Company case 
gratuitously to say could never more be 
invoked by farmers and labor organiza- 
tions. I say that the Chief Justice did 
this gratuitously because no decision was 
necessary upon that question in the Cor- 
onado Coal Company case. In that case 
the "United; Mine Workers of: America 
and various local unions as well'as nu- 
merous individuals were made defend- 
ants in an action by the Coronado Coal 
Company on /account of injuries to its 
property alleged to have been received as 
a result of,a strike. The charge was that 
the defendants were guilty of a conspir- 
acy in restraint of interstate commerce 
There was not a syllable of evidence in 
the. case: of any such conspiracy. The 
Supreme-Court;was obliged unanimously 
so to find'and as a consequence that was 
an end of the case. That was all th"e 
court was called upon to decide. Not sat- 
isfied, however^, with deciding the case 
before' it, and possibly regretting ita in- 
ability fto find anything in de^recon! to 
sustain the charges against the defend- 
ants, thevcourt under the leadership of 
the Chief Justice strayed into a field en- 
tirely -foreignftp'the case, and as. a^natter 
of pure DICTUM proceeded to strike 
down'and ^destroy the principle sof law 
which 'i»ii ;bien :tne bulwark and pi$tec- 
tLon of unincorporated labor-Slid f«m or- 


ganizations from the foundation of the, 
government. In. Join* this,/the, court 
also overruled numerous decisions of the- 
state courts of last'resort in this cquijtry, 
and cited as its'sole supportingVSecisioiv. 
the English case" of Taff Vale -Railway 
Company.: v. Amalgamated Society of 
Railway Servants, 1 r. a. c. cases 1901, 
page 426. That case, it is true, does hold 
precisely the shameful doctrine for which 
it was cited and the Supreme Court im- 
ported and fastened it upon the.people of 
this-.country in the Gordnado Coal Com- 
pany case- 
In the Taff. Vale case .the, 


strike arose on that railroad in August,- 
1901, among the employes who: were 
members -of an unincorporated labor or- 
ganization, 'and - it was decided by the 
English courts that the organization 
could be sued and the money in its treas- 
ury, collected.to pay benefits .to widows, 
and orphans, could be used to pay the 
judgment.for damages which the railroad., 
company might recover as a result of the 
acts of the strikers. But—Chief Justice 
Taft neglected to-state this—the British 
Parliament, immediately following the 
decision of the Taff Vale case,' passed 
what is known as the Trade Disputes Act 
which utterly destroyed that decision 
and the principle of it and made it im- 
possible ever again for such a decision to 
be rendered by an English court. It.is 
this English decision which was repudi- 
ated immediately "and overwhelmingly by. 
the English people that our Chief Justice 
parades as' his authority for destroying 
the protection which the liw had there- 
tofore accorded to farmers' organiza- 
tions and to labor unions.

Th^ challenge in the Coronado Coal 


Company'decision is to the laborer and 
the farmer alike. It is a challenge to all 
the people who'desire to protect their an- 
cient and inalienable right to organize 
with "their associates in societies fqr mu- 
tual protection and benefit' withoilt sub^ 
jecting themselves and their property tp;
